It is in use for 
nearly every purpose, from person- 



al apparel, which is its first and 
highest estate, to a papoose carrier 
and at intervals a strainer for sugar 
sap. Then if a husband gels lired 
of his wife and wants to divorce her, 
he throws her' blanket out of the 
wigwam. That isequivalenl tosorv- 
ing notice on her to ' git up and 
gil.'"

"I am going lo write her all 
about meeting you here as soon irs 
I gel back to town. Good by now; 
I must go " 

" Good-by. I will ask my mother 
and let you know."

"They 've begun to dis'ribule the 
rations," said Mrs Burt. " I 
thought j'ou wouldn't want to miss 
thai.

day?" 

Oh Uil, mueeu. i.uiiiv; i ruM'e's 

Henry. Let's see if he gets Mollie's 
money." 

Henr-y present<>d his ticket, then 
Mollie's, and received the money 
for both 

Mr.i. Burt and Helen suiiled 
meaningly at him as he left the 
room, but he gave no token of i-e- 
cogniliou. 

" Now we'll go to the store," said

"This stripe shows the beautiful 
valley that became our home when 
the mountains were left behind us 
Again we are happy. Here are 
the streams that watered our fields. 
Here are our flocks and our herds. 
These are our hunters laden with 
game and our women singing their 
songs of welcome. This last stripe 
shows our life in the reservation. 
My mother had woven into it no- 
thing but sorrow, but I returned 
before the rug was done, and see, 
at my desire she has put into it my 
hope for the future. See our tribe 
again happy and prosperous. Once 
more our old men will sit in peace 
and tell the younger the story of 
the glorious past. Once more our 
mothers will have their homes and 
their stores of comfort." She 
slowly, lovingly rolled up the rug 
and gave it to Helen. 

" O Moneta, I cannot take it; it 
is too much," said Helen, throwing 
her arms around Moneta's neck. 
" Get your mother to make me 
another; I cannot take this one " 

"Yes, you can. You will. It 
would disappoint me greatly if you 
did not. Do you not know what I 
will do with the money you pay me ? 
I will put it into my work for my 
people. To uplift them is my one 
desire. To ai<l that purpose I 
would sell a million rugs if 1 had 
them, Do not forget your promise 
to send me materials and to inter- 
est yours friends in us. Believe 
me, there is much good in the poor 
Indian. When you see us idle, 
lazy, dirty, do not despise us.

Now 
good-by. Rememlter me to Miss 
Van Wert. I thank you for buying 
my rug and for your kind pro 
mise." 

With a warm handshake she 
parted from her new friends. A 
few moments later, mouutetl on 
her pony, she was only a speck in 
the distant mesa, going witli a good 
heart and high hopes to her work 
among her own people.

SIlTer Oollars. 



Did you ever study a silver dollar? 
Every mark on it is made for a pur- 
pose, and it is interesting to know 
about some of them. You will no- 
tice that around the edge of the 
dollar is a raised ring. This is to 
keep the face of the coin from wear- 
ing away when two coirrs are rubbed 
together. The little scallops on the 
insides of the raised ring are oAlled 
the " milling." All around Ihe 
edge of the dollars are little parellel 
marks, close together. These are 
called the "reeding," and are made 
to keep dishonest ptH>ple from shav 
ing silver off of the dollar. The 
dollars now l)eing minted bear the 
head of Liberty on one side. This 
head is not designed from the im- 
agination of an engaver. A young 
Philadelphia lady, named Anna 
Williamson, possessed such classic 
features that the government en- 
graver secured her permission to 
copy her head. The American girl 
ought to take some pride in the fact 
that one of her country-women was 
honored in this manner. On there- 
verse side of the dollar our national 
bir«l, the eagle, is shown. In one 
talon is a bunoh of arrows and in 
the other an olive branch. That 
signifies that our country is great 
either in war or peace. Partly 
surrounding the eagle is a laurel 
wreath. The laurel wreath has 
been the symbol of victory and pro- 
tirossion since Ihe davs of ancient 
Greece. It adorne<i alike the brows 
of poets, sculptors, athletes and war- 
riors. Just l>elow the wreath yon 
will sometimes find a very small let- 
ter. If the letter is ati"0" the 
dollar was mintetl in New Orleans. 
The letter "S" indicates that it 
came from San Francisco. If there 
is no small letter shown, you may 
know that the dollar was made at the 
mint in Philadelphia. If h silver 
dollar WIV8 melted, it would not be 
worth a dollar, btM^ause it does not 
contain enough silver. It is Ihe 
stamp of the government which 
causes it to pass at its present 
value. Take all he silver dollars 
you have and examine them to see 
where they were made. 

Then think how easy it is to lose 
them, and deposit them in iMink for 
safe- keeping. 



History fVoia a Tree. 

In an English museum there is a 
section of polished Douglas pine 
frtrn British Columbia large en- 
ough, say, to make a round table to 
seat a dozen persons. Instead of 
making it an object-lesson in bot- 
any, the museum authorities have 
ingeniously chosen it as a medium 
for the teaching of history. The 
tree was cut down in 1885, ^and as 
the age of a tree can b© inferred 
from the numl)er of rings which its 
cross-section discloses, this one 
must have been five liundted and 
thirtythiee years old. In other 
words, it was born in 1352, and it 
lived through the most interesting 
part of English history — from Ed- 
ward the Third to Victoria. 

It is therefore a simple matter to 
make different rings witli their 
dates and the names of the events 
that were happening while they 
were being born. This is what has 
been d«)iio — from the centre of the 
tree in two directions, right away to 
the bark. The markings, wliich 
are neatly execut«>d in white paint, 
reveal some interesting facts. 
Thus when the pine was four years 
old, the battle of Poictiers w s 
fotrght, in 1356 ; it was one hund- 
red and nineteen when Caxton in- 
troduced printing, and when Co- 
lumbus discovered America it was 
eue hundred and forty. When 
Shakespeare wa.s born two hundred 
and twelve rings had already made 
their appearance ; when Raleigh 
settled Virginia, two hundred and 
forty. Fifty years later Sir Isaac 
Newton was l>orn. When the great 
fire of London was raging this ven- 
erable specimen could ltoas% three 
hundred and fonrteen rings, and 
eighty more when the battle of Cul- 
loden was fought. 

It had reached the remarkable 
age of four hundretl and twenty-four 
when American independence was 
declared, and the yet more runark- 
able age of four hundred and 
eighty-five when Queen Victoria 
ascended the throne. And even 
then it had a long time yet to live, 
when the axe of the woodman cut 
short its life. 



A Rare Old Bible 

In the famous library of VVolfen- 
buttel, in Hesse, is an old Bible 
which is greatly treasured, but 
until recently it was not generally 
known why it is so valued. The 
mystery was solved by the discov- 
ery of pajwrs relatinir to it. It ap- 
pears that in that passage in Genesis 
where Ckul tells Eve that Adam 
shall be her master, and shall rule 
over her, the German translation is 
" Und er soil dein Herr sein." 
" Herr," which means master, does 
not occur in the Bible, but instead 
there appears the word " narr," 
which means fool. The newly dis- 
covered document,s say that the er- 
ror was caused b}^ a quarrel between 
the pi inter and his wife in the year 
1580. The wife was vengeful, and 
in the silent watches of the night 
she etrtered the r«>om where her 
husband had l)een setting type and 
maliciously' changed "Herr" into 
"nar-r." The printer was arrested 
after the book had l»een printed 
and the red, but his

and alter the word. The woman 
was imprisoned for blasphemy.

It cannot be 
done by assesing eardi member one 
dollar for gi-nllemi'ii, and fifty 
cents fttr ladies, annually or bieni- 
ally. 'I'liero must be a change lo 
weekly or monthly dues — and this 
the deaf will not pay unless there 
are Home benefits fo be obtainetl 
by llie /nemhei.Mliip, eilhctr sick or 
deal I; benefits, one or the other or 
both To do this will tie to [ilace 
the State associations amoiig the 
list of fraternal societies I am 
very well awar<) of the work of the 
Slate associiitions, but they liave 
no millionaire's sons, and few have 
any wealthy merehiinfs and manu- 
fact urer'd sous, who will be willing 



to joy their own expenses as dele- 
gat««s ot these societies. Tin* fare 
j from California lo Maine or visa 
i CfinsM, from the Gulf Slates to 
. cither Maine or Caliloriiia, or from 
any of these jilaces to a central por- 
tion of the northern boundary of 
I these United States is not cheap. 
Wo li;ive few deaf [icoplo who can 
afford to pay tlit; fare, Tim federa 
lion' of desf societies will, there- 
fore, have to hobl its conventions in 
ft Cr^ntrsl part of the United States, 
s y between Ohio and Missouri, lo 
give it a central location. Soiik; 
States will, in that case, get all the 
benefit from conventions. 

I am immensely tickled by Mrs. 
Barieti's reference to the deaf in 
the land of my ancestors, Lii Bd'e 
l-'raiKje. I am jiroud of France and 
proud of its achievements, but I 
am here in those United Slates foi 
ih<- rest of my days. Bui wi.ll Mrs, 
Barrett pleif-e take a look at the 
iiia[) of France and then at the map 
of the United .States. One can 
travi'l iis easily from lirest or Havre 
to the eastern boundary of Fiance 
or vice versa, or from north lo 
south in less lime it will take lo go 
from Portland, Me., to Pittsburg, 
Pa Please note the difference.

John Smith, a tramp, his alleg- 
ed assailant, was gaptured- this 
afternoon after a fight near Castle 
Finn, Lower Chanceford township, 
by York County officers. He was 
clubbed into insensibility before 
taken into custody. Late this after- 
noon he was brought to the county 
jail, ma(Ve a confession and was 
spirited to Belair, Harford County, 
Md., away from a possiMe lynch- 
ing party. 

The recluse is a familiar charac- 
ter in the vicinity of Delta. There 
was a rumor prevalent that he 
possessed a hoard which he hnd 
buried alwul his humble home. 

John Devoe heard groans coming 
from the mute's home and on enter- 
ing found Macattee covered with 
blood, unconscious from wounds on 
the head which seemed to have lieen 
caused by blows from a heavy club. 
On his body were knife gashes. 
The house gave evidence of having 
been ransacked from top lo bottom. 
The money and watch were gone, 
but there was little indication that 
any of the supposed hidden wealth 
was uncovered. 

Dr W. E. Arthur was summon- 
ed and revived the victim slightly, 
but he relasped into unoonscious- 
nesa and his death is hourly ex- 
pected.

The Ciiallaudet fflemorlal. 

It ia proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Oallaudet, 
D,D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes, The presoul Church 
is HJtuated ou 148tli Street, just west 
of AmHterdain Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-flve feet baclc from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf-mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
aud will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about (30,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
